Librarian's  Report 

The  total  circulation  of  books  and  magazines  for  1931  was 
74,361;  for  1930  it  was  63,708  making  an  increase  of  10,653.  Only 
those  familiar  with  the  Library  can  estimate  the  extra  work  that 
this  large  increase  occasioned.  There  were  only  two  days  in 
1931  when  the  circulation  fell  below  100  volumes,  and  a  two 
and  three-hundred  circulation  for  the  day  was  the  rule.

Report    of    School    Board 

To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Franklin: 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Franklin  herewith  sub- 
mit the  report  of  the  Franklin  School  District  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1931,  it  being  the  31st  of  the  series  of  similar 
reports. 

One  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments  of  the  past  year  was 
construction  and  equipment  of  the  new  room  at  the  Junior  High 
School,  for  the  woodworking  department;  another  was  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  summer  school  and  the  regular  employment 
of  a  special  teacher  to  tutor  the  grade  pupils  who  have  lost  time 
during  the .  year. 

Again  the  Board  have  kept  well  within  their  appropriation 
through  strict  economy,  the  only  extravagance  being  the  constant 
repairs  required  by  the  old  High  School  Building.  If  a  public 
benefactor  would  contribute  the  money  for  a  new  building  not 
only  would  our  present  makeshift  arrangement  for  assembly  and 
mechanic  arts  be  obviated,  but  the  students  would  develop  school 
pride,  and  the  problem  of  unemployment  would  be  much  relieved 
by  using  local  labor  and  local  material.

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Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  School  Board  of  FrankUn; 

My  report  this  year  will  confine  itself  solely  to  matters  of 
record,  which  will  afford  data  for  present  information  as  well 
as  for  future  historical  reference. 

Construction 

A  new  room  for  the  woodworking  department  has  been  con- 
structed this  year  in  the  upper  part  of  the  "barn".  This  room 
was  much  needed  and  is  a  splendid  improvement  to  the  physical 
equipment  of  the  school. 

The  usual  summer  repairs  were  made  to  all  the  buildings. 

The  Golden  Rule  Farm  Association  has  this  year  constructed 
a  modern  two  room  school  building  which  accommodates  all  the 
pupils  of  the  Home  below  ninth  grade.  Two  teachers  are  em- 
ployed there  whom  the  school  district  pay,  but  there  is  no  trans- 
portation charge.  The  maintenance  cost  of  this  school  to  the 
district  is  practically  the  same  as  in  former  years.  The  school 
building  is  a  credit  to  the  Association. 

Enrollment 

The  enrollment,  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  was 
unusually  large.  The  increase  was  largest  in  the  high  school, 
39  more  than  the  year  before. 

Headmaster  Kendall  reports  as  follows: 

"The  enrollment  in  September,  1931,  was  203,  an  increase  of 
39,  or  23%  over  September,  1930.  Two  have  been  admitted,  and 
two  boys  and  one  girl  have  been  discharged,  leaving  202.  The 
distribution  is  as  follows:

The  enrollment  in  the  grades  was  slightly  less  than  last  year. 
The  total  number  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  September  30, 
1931  was  999. 

Athletics 

The  coach  of  athletics,  has  this  year  also  acted  as  physical 
instructor  in  all  the  grades  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  school  has  been  very  successful  in  its  athletic  contests 
throughout  the  year  and  the  number  of  pupils  engaging  in  ath- 
letics, both  boys  and  girls,  increased  materially,  which  in  itself 
is  evidence  that  the  student  body  realizes  more  and  more  the 
important  place  that  athletics  has  in  the  national  educational 
plan.  The  schools  now  have  baseball,  football,  basketball,  golf, 
hockey  and  track  teams,  engaging  in  both  senior  and  junior  high 
schools,  more  than  130  pupils. 

Health 

The  work  of  the  School  Nurse  is  summarized  as  follows: 

In  the  public  schools,  1115  pupils  have  been  weighed  and 
measured.  The  principal  defects  have  been  256  cases  of  bad 
teeth,  40  cases  of  bad  tonsils  and  82  of  defective  vision. 

Corrections  have  been  secured  for  204  cases  of  teeth,  17  of 
tonsils,  20  of  vision,  10  of  pediculosis. 

In  St.  Mary's  School,  445  were  weighed  and  measured.  There 
were  found  181  cases  of  defective  teeth,  57  cases  of  enlarged 
tonsils,  36  cases  of  defective  vision  and  34  cases  of  defective 
hearing. 
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The  corrections  secured  have  been  83  for  teeth,  3  for  tonsils, 
7  for  vision. 

In  securing  lielp  for  correcting  defects  tlie  Rotary  Club  has 
been  most  generous. 

A  Notable  Record 

At  the  close  of  school  in  June,  1931,  ninety  promotion  certi- 
ficates were  given  to  ninth  grade  pupils.  At  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  eighty-eight  of  these  enrolled  in  the  tenth 
grade  at  the  high  school,  one  in  the  Tilton  School  and  the  other, 
whose  parents  have  moved  to  Massachusetts,  was  attending 
school  there. 

Special   Help  Teacher 

No  Summer  School  was  held  this  year.  In  its  place  a  special 
teacher  has  been  employed  to  give  individual  help  to  those  most 
needing  it  in  all  grades  below  the  seventh. 

We  believe  this  individual  help  will  keep  many  children  from 
repeating  a  grade  and  thus  save  the  district  the  per  pupil  cost 
of  such  repeating. 

Music 

The  music  activities  of  the  schools  this  past  year  have  been 
numerous,  varied,  interesting  and  undoubtedly  profitable  to  all 
participating.  Mrs.  Watts  reports  that  at  the  junior  high  school 
there  are  now: 

146  in  the  Chorus 
54  in  the  Girls  Glee  Club 
35  in  the  Boys  Glee  Club 
13  in  the  Orchestra 
At  the  High  School  there  are: 
87  in  the  Chorus 
45  in  the  Girls  Glee  Club 
13  in  the  Orchestra 

Twenty-six  pupils  from  the  Falls,  Nesmith  and  Junior  High 
are  taking  piano  lessons.  Miss  Mary  Keegan  is  assisting  in  this 
work. 

Mrs.  R.  W.  SuUoway  presented  tickets  for  the  use  of  two  stu- 
dents to  attend  the  "Community  Concert  Association  Course"  in 
Concord  this  winter,  for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  interest  in 
fine  music.  The  tickets  are  used  by  different  pupils  at  each  con- 
cert. 

For  the  second  time  the  Junior  High  School  Girls  Glee  Club 
was  awarded  first  prize  at  the  state  concert  held  in  Nashua  last 
May. 
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Finances 

Much  is  heard  of  the  increased  cost  of  the  scliools.  It  is  true 
cost  has  increased  to  an  apparently  large  figure.  The  increase 
has  been  a  natural  one  along  with  all  other  costs — labor,  living 
expenses,  material  of  all  kinds,  etc. 

The  percentage  increase  in  expenditures  for  schools  has  not, 
however,  been  as  large  as  the  percentage  increase  of  expenditures 
for  other  expenses  as  a  whole,  exclusive  of  the  schools. 

For  example:  school  expenditures  increased  in  the  last  ten 
years  from  $48,101.66  in  1920  to  $81,727.79  in  1930,  an  increase  of 
69.9%. 

Other  city  expenditures,  exclusive  of  schools,  increased  from 
$208,172.07  in  1920  to  $368,186.17  in  1930,  an  increase  of  76.8%. 
For  35  years,  from  1896-1930  inclusive  there  has  been  but  one 
year  (1902)  when  the  percent  of  the  school  appropriation  to  the 
total  taxes  assessed  was  as  great  as  in  18'96.  In  that  year  the 
school  appropriation  was  38.33%  of  the  total  taxes  assessed.  The 
nearest  approach  to  that  was  in  1906  when  the  percent  was 
37.78.  In  1902,  for  some  good  reason  probably,  the  percent  of 
school  appropriation  to  taxes  assessed  was  52.22. 

In  other  words,  maintaining  the  public  schools  today,  with 
their  superior  advantages  and  opportunities  does  not  call  for  as 
large  a  percent  of  the  assessed  taxes  in  Franklin  as  it  did  in 
1896,  1902,  1905  and  1906. 

Only  one  year  since  1914,  (pre-war)  when  the  schools  used 
$32.37  of  every  $100.00  assessed,  have  the  schools  used  as  large 
a  per  cent  as  that  until  1925  after  the  junior  high  school  had 
been  operating  two  years,  when  the  per  cent  was  34.83. 

Look  at  the  cost  from  another  angle.  In  the  school  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1931  the  total  expenditures  for  schools  in  Franklin 
was  $81,797.93;  the  average  pupil  membership  in  all  schools  for 
the  year  was  940.11. 

The  total  cost  per  pupil  then  in  all  schools,  high  school,  junior 
high  and  elementary,  was  $87.00.  The  total  sum  $81,797.83  looks 
large;  but  when  you  consider  that  the  am.ount  is  used  in  main- 
taining a  large  school  plant  and  educating  940  pupils  for  a  year, 
and  that  it  is  being  done  at  a  cost  of  $87.00  per  pupil  it  does  not 
seem  so  exorbitant,  in  fact  the  per  pupil  cost  is  reasonably  low. 
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The   money  expended   for   the   year  1931   has   bean   applied   as 
follows :

School  District  Meeting 

At  the  annual  School  District  meeting  held  December  26th, 
Charles  E.  Douphinett  was  reelected  a  member  of  the  School 
Board  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  This  was  a  well  deserved 
compliment  on  the  part  of  the  district.  The  meeting  was  the 
largest  held  since  the  method  of  electing  School  Board  members 
by  ballot  at  a  special  election  was  adopted  in  1914.  The  total 
number  of  votes  cast  was  715.

Sanger  Scholarship 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  Franklin: 

Whereas,  Warren  F.  Daniell  has  by  his  written  communication 
addressed  to  the  Board  of  Education,  expressed  his  intention  of 
establishing  a  free  scholarship  for  graduates  of  the  Franklin  High 
School  in  Simmons  College  in  honor  of  his  mother,  and  to  be 
known  as  the  "Sanger  Scholarship,"  and  agreeing  to  pay  annually 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  costs  of  tuition  for  one  student  for 
four  j'ears  in  any  of  the  courses  described  in  the  catalogue  of  the 
College,  and 

Whereas,  a  student  to  be  awarded  this  scholarship  must  comply 
with  the  following  regulations:  First,  she  must  have  completed 
four  years'  satisfactory  work  at  the  Franklin  High  School; 
second,  her  parents  must  reside  in  Franklin;  third,  the  student's 
parents  must  be  unable  without  undue  deprivation  to  pay  the 
tuition  themselves. 

Be  it  Resolved:  That  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of 
Franklin  fully  appreciate  the  spirit  that  prompted  Mr.  Daniell  to 
establish  this  scholarship  for  the  benefit  of  the  young  women  of 
said  city,  thereby  creating  an  additional  incentive  for  higher 
educational  advantages:  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved:  That  said  Board  of  Education  willingly 
accepts  said  trust:  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved:  That  a  permanent  Committee  on 
Scholarship  shall  be  established  to  consist  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
Headmaster  of  the  High  School  of  said  city,  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved:  That  this  resolution  shall  be  printed 
annually  in  the  school  report  of  said  Board. 


Franklin  Student  Aid  Fund 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council,  Franklin,  N.  H. : 

In  June,  1921,  I  placed  vdth  Dartmouth  College  at  Hanover, 
N.  H.,  a  fund  of  $2,500.00 — the  income  from  which  I  wished  to  be 
used  to  assist  under  certain  conditions  students  at  that  institution 
who  v;ere  residents  of  this  city. 
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It  was  found  incompatible  with  the  methods  of  disposing  of  the 
funds  at  Dartmouth  College,  to  handle  this  fund  under  the  con- 
ditions which  I  wished  to  impose — and  for  that  reason  I  have 
transferred  this  sum  from  Dartmouth  College  to  the  City  of 
Franklin. 

I  am  attaching  herewith  the  securities  representing  the  fund 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  methods  I  wish  followed  in  dis- 
posing of  the  income  from  the  fund.

Franklin    Student   Aid    Fund 
Established  by  Walter  F.  Duffy,  June,  1921. 

A  sum  of  $2,500.00  is  entrusted  to  the  City  of  Franklin,  N.  H., 
the  income  from  which  is  to  be  used  to  assist  worthy  boys  and 
girls,  residents  of  this  city,  to  secure  a  collegiate  education  or  its 
equivalent. 

The  recipients  of  the  income  from  this  fund  are  to  be  selected 
by  a  board  of  three  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Principal  of  the  High 
School  of  the  City  of  Franklin,  N.  H. 

The  income  from  this  fund  is  to  be  disposed  of  under  the 
following  fixed  conditions: — 

I.     Scholarship 

A  student  must  attain  such  satisfactory  standing  in  studies  as 
to  make  it  apparent  to  the  authorities  of  the  institution  of 
learning  where  he  attends,  that  it  is  advisable  that  the  student 
pursue  his  studies  and  that  he  is  on  this  account  worthy  of  finan- 
cial aid. 

II.     Financial  Needs 

It  is  to  be  required  that  the  students  who  receive  benefit  from 
this  fund  shall  be  obliged,  through  lack  of  family  financial 
resources,  to  earn  at  least  a  substantial  part  of  the  money  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  expenses  of  their  attendance  upon  their  studies. 

III.     General  Restrictions 

It  is  to  be  understood  that  in  alloting  the  proceeds  of  the  fund, 
preference  is  to  be  given  to  students  at  Dartmouth  College,  Han- 
over, N.  H.,  who  are  residents  of  the  City  of  Franklin,  N.  H.  If 
no  such  students  apply  for  the  benefits  of  this  fund,  then  the 
income  can  be  used  to  assist  any  boys  or  girls  who  are  residents 
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of  the  City  or  Franklin,  N.  H.,  and  who  arc  pursuing  a  course  of 
studies  in  any  institution  of  learning  giving  a  collegiate  education 
or  its  equivalent,  provided  that  the  first  two  conditions  covering 
the  disposition  of  the  benefits  of  this  fund  are  fulfilled. 

It  is  also  to  be  understood  that  the  income  from  this  fund  may 
be  divided  between  two  or  more  students,  and  that  any  students 
who  receive  financial  aid  from  the  institutions  of  learning  where 
they  attend  are  not  thereby  prevented  from  receiving  aid  from 
this  fund. 

If  no  students  fulfilling  the  above  requirements  apply  for  the 
benefit  of  this  fund  the  proceeds  may  be  used  as  they  accrue 
each  year  as  seeins  best  to  the  three  persons  mentioned  above 
for  the  general  educational  good  of  the  citizens  of  Franklin,  N.  H. 


Daniell   Scholarship 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  four- 
teen. 

A  resolution  relating  to  the  "Daniell  Scholarship." 
Resolved  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Franklin,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  Jere  R.  Daniell  of  New  London,  Connecticut,  on  the 
second  day  of  April  1914,  by  his  written  communication  of  that 
date,  addressed  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Frank- 
lin, expressed  his  intention  of  establishing  a  free  scholarship  for 
graduates  of  the  Franklin  High  School  to  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  in  memory  of  his  father,  the  late  V/arren 
F.  Daniell,  and  to  be  known  as  the  "Daniell  Scholarship,"  and 
together  with  his  letter  of  the  16th  of  May,  1914,  in  which  he 
agreed  to  give  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each  and 
every  year,  hereafter,  beginning  September  1st,  1914,  to  cover  the 
cost  of  tuition  for  one  student  for  four  years  in  any  one  of  the 
courses  described  in  the  catalogue  of  the  Institute,  and, 

That  a  student  to  be  awarded  this  scholarship,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  must  comply  with  the  following  named  conditions: 

First.  He  must  have  completed  four  years'  satisfactory 
work  at  tlie  Franklin  High  School. 

Second.  His  parents  or  parent  must  reside  in  Frank- 
lin, and  be  unable  without  undue  deprivation,  to  pay  the 
tuition  required  themselves. 

Third.  He  must  show  during  his  four  years'  work  at 
the  High  School,  marked  ability  in  some  one  of  the  several 
subjects  covered  by  the  Institute  courses. 

In  case  several  candidates  present  themselves  in  any 
one    year,   the    scholarship    will    be    awarded   by    compe- 
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tition  in  the  entrance  examinations  for  the  Institute. 
The  candidate  entering  with  highest  standing  to  receive 
the  award. 

A  holder  of  the  scholarship  will  be  expected  to  main- 
tain the  same  standard  of  work  at  the  Institute  as  that 
required  of  holders  of  regular  Institute  Scholarships  and 
the  scholarship  will  be  withdrawn  in  case  the  work  is 
unsatisfactory. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  divide  the  amount  of  the 
scholarship  among  several  applicants  should  such  action 
seem   desirable. 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Franklin  fully  appreciates  the 
spirit  that  prompted  Mr.  Daniell  to  establish  this  scholarship  for 
the  benefit  of  the  young  men  of  said  city,  thereby  creating  an 
additional  incentive  for  higher  educational  advantages  in  those 
who  through  misfortune  or  adversity  would  otherwise  be  pre- 
vented from  obtaining  the  same;  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  said  City  willingly  accepts  said 
trust,  and  does  hereby  direct  that  the  annual  payment  of  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  shall  be  made  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  who  shall  pay  the  annual  tuition  of  said  student  or 
students  upon  the  presentation  of  the  bill  for  same  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Institute,  and, 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  a  Permanent  Committee  on 
Scholarship  shall  be  established  to  consist  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
Principal  of  the  High  School  of  said  City  of  Franklin,  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  this  resolution  shall  annually  be 
printed  in  the  reports  of  said  city.
